Protective Tariff of Germany.

inanufaottiring o'f -|jats in Berlin 
has developed to'nn enortaonsly impor- 
tant interest, owing to the activity of 
the manufacturers aa well as to the 
capacity of the •workmen; and this 
branch of industry, which tan years ago 
was depressed by tba force of English 
competition in woolen-hat manufacture, 
has not only driven the last named 
wholly out of the country (certainly 
•with the aid of the new protective 
tariff), but it has also managed to ob- 
tain for itself a position of repute in 
foreign countries. 


The manufacturing of hats, which is 


carried on to a large extent not alone in 
Berlin, but in other German cities as 
well — Cologne, Dresden, _ Hamburg, 
Kahl, Offenbach, Darmstadt, Liegnitz 
— consists in the making of silk, wooj, 
felt, cloth and straw hats. The silk hat 
ia made in Berlin in perfection, and at 
a reasonable price, and silk hats are 
BOW imported, in comparison to former 
times, in numbers hardly worth men- 
tioning. 
But great competition has been cre- 


ated for the silk hat by the much-liked 
aad modern felt hat, for which reason 
t£e manufacture of this article, which 
bos gradually been transferred from the 
bands of the retail manufacturer to the 
wholesale business of special manufac- 
tories, has greatly diminished, iu order 
hereby to uohieve a greater •'praise- 
worthiness" (Preis'wurdigkeit) of the 
silk hot."- From Berlin these silk hats 
are exported to Holland, Switzerland, 
Denmark, ami Sweden. 


The export to Russia lias, in conse- 


quence of the high import duty, dimin- 
ished. 
In hair-felt hats Berlin cannot com- 
pete with existing factories in South 
and 
Middle Germany, in Saxony, 


Thnringia, and Silesia. Only, in the 


-. manuf aoture of wool-felt hats, < which 


command at present the greatest market, 
can Berlin produce the finest, which 
have rapidly obtained a market not 
alone at home, but in foreign countries 
as well. The Berlin wool-hat manufac- 
ture competes successfully with Eng- 
lish goods and those of other lands, 


The manufacture of wool-felt hats for 


men and boys fulfills the hopes which 
ona was justified in placing in this in- 
dustry. 
In the last year about 3,000,000 wool- 


felt hats were manufactured (of which 
two-thirds were men's, one-third boy's), 
representing a sale amounting to $1,- 
428,000. 
In proportion, however, to the in- 


crease of production has the profit of 
this manufacture diminished. The con- 
sumption consists only of very cheap 
qualities, which allow of only a vary 
small profit; nevertheless our manufac- 
turers have finished these, in compari- 
son to the quality of cheap goods, in a 
lasting and tasteful manner; and this 
completeness iu the finish of the cur- 
rent staple goods affords the manufac- 
turer 'full business during the entire 
year and gives occasion for a constant 
enlargement of the same. 


The number of working men and 


women employed in factories of this 
sort amounts to about 2,000, who are 
well paid, according to their skill and 


• competency. 
The workman enrns, on nn average, 


from 20 to 25 marks ($4 76 to $5 95) 
per weak; tho women one-half of these 
amounts. 
The business of these factories is 


carried ou through wholesale houses, 
which employ traveling salesmen, who 
supply, in the first place, the German 
demand, and then visit Holland, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland, the Dannbian prov- 
inces, Denmark, Sweden, Italy, and for 
one article (the knock-about hat) find a 
market in England and France. 


The export to conntries over the sea 


is conducted by firms in Hamburg, and 
the amount is constantly increasing. 
And if the amount of the money value 
of the export is at the present not great, 
still that at least has been accomplished, 
to export our wares side by side and 
with equal profit with the English, 
which, until within eight or ten years, 
controlled the markets of the world. 
And if this young industry, which en- 
joys hardly ten year's existence, con- 
tinues to progress in the same ratio as 
it has, the German- wool hat will soon 
drive the English from its sole occu- 
pancy of the market in many lands. 


Already is the English wool hat driven 


fr«m Germany. While in the year 1875 
494,000 of them were imported, in 1883 
England furnished only 39,000 woolen- 
felt hats for German consumption. 
The woolen hat has driven out by its 


cheapness the cap, since in place of 
494,000 in the year 1875, about 3,000,-

he number re sresentin" the < Da- 


sumption which 'our metropolis covers 
by its manufacture. 
The manufacturing itself ia compari- 


son to the importance of the article is at 
its height. Large factories have their 
own wool-spinning mills, to furnish 
their own material from German wool. 
Factories for the furnishing of hat parts 
and bodies afford most successful sup- 
port.

The manufacture o( hatp from cloth, 


although this article for a'time was in 
demand, bat for a period neglected on 
account of the fashion, baa ba«n re- 
vived by good workmanship and taste- 
ful shapes. Also for thia style of pro- 
duct, which is only marketable in the 
cheapest grades, is the condition of 
prices very depressed. 


The cloth hat (we include caps also 


in this category)* which in Germany 
finds yet still a good market, is also fit 
for export, and finds consumers in the 
before mentioned conntries. 


Eight hundred working men and 


women furnish yearly about 2,000,000. 
The manufacture of straw hats has taken 
root in Berlin only for the finer and 
more elegant goods. The staple article 
for the consumption of the mass is still 
left to other cities. 


The high tariff upon foreign straw 


plaits, which this branch cannot do 
without, works disadvantageous^ for 
the export o£ this article, which gener- 
ally is not in a particularly favorable 
stat'e for the manufacturer. 


This entire manufacturing interest, 


so new in Berlin, which for the greater 
part lies in solid hands, is on the best 
way to become one "of the most impor- 
tant industries of the imperial capital.

Tha disintegration of the State of 


Nevada, continues to be a prolific theme 
of newspaper comment. \Ve can hardly 
understand the desirability of dropping 
Nevada from the galaxy of Pacific Coast 
States, even if it were a task which 
could be easily accomplished. States 
are not added to the Union, nor sent 
out of existence, to suit the mere busi- 
ness--booms or depressions of a given 
yoar or decade of years. Nevada's past 
prosperity affords a striking contrast to 
her present poverty, but who shall say 
that a brighter' era than she has yet 
witnessed, does not await her in the 
near future. With systems of irriga- 
tion, many of her now sterile lands will 
support an immense population. There 
are large districts which are as suscep- 
tible of cultivation as are the best lauds 
of the San Joaquin. The agricultural 
possibilities of the State are wholly un- 
developed, and the mineral resources 
are still in the infancy of their develop- 
ment. The tide of immigration whioa 
is pouring into the Pacific States will 
ultimately settle every available acre of 
land in our young and magnificent 
sister State. The parched sands of 
Fresno and the inhospitable wastes of 
TJtah were ouly a little while ago 
thought to be worthless for agricultural 
purposes, but to-day are ranked among 
the most valvaUla lands of the coast. 
So it is with all portions of Nevada 
which have been reclaimed. Systems 
of irrigation ditches from surrounding 
•water-sheds, will reclaim thousands and 
tens of thousands of acres in the near fu- 
ture, and modes of, obtaining water by 
artesian wells or otherwise, will yet be 
devised to make the desert regions 
blossom and bear fruit. There may be 
a few years which ure unpromising, 
and during which the existence of the 
State will be unsatisfactory, but we con- 
fidently predict that iu leas than half a 
century Nevada will be both rich and 
populous. 
The policy of abolishing a 


State because some particular 
and 


promising industry languishes, is hasty 
and inconsiderate, and not at all iu con- 
sonance with the principles upon which 
the American Union is founded. Give 
bur little friend time and she will be- 
come a pride to the nation.

MM POLICY. 


President-elect Cleveland has •written 


the .National Civil Service Association 
that he believes in the principles enun- 
ciated by that Association, and that he 
intends to uphold and sustain the civil 
service law and rules, declaring that his 
Democratic faith is such as to believe 
th» country demands snoh action on 
bis part. He also says that incumbents 
of other offices should not be removed 
daring their terms unless for cause, or 
unless it can be shown that they have 
neglected their public duties to subserve 
partisan purposes. This public declar- 
ation of the President-elect will disap- 
point those who believe that to the 
victors belong the spoils, but will sat- 
isfy a majority of those who voted for 
him that the President means exactly 
what he says, and intends to do all in 
his power to give the country a con- 
servative and faithful administration of 
public affairs, without regard to the rise 
or fall of the Democratic party, except 
so far as the rise or fall shall be predi- 
cated upon the manner in which public 
affairs are managed by the party, a pub- 
lic office being considered a public 
trust, and that all beat serve their party 
•who best serve their country.

A Silver Vein Which is Sal a 


ItlTitl J»hn Comntoclt'a. 
to 


A New Tork Tribune's special frdm 


Spring Lake, Ga., says: The late dis- 
covery of hngh veins of gold on Fort 
Mountain has now been supplemented 
by the discovery of silver in wonderful 
yield. There is great excitement in that 
section, and meu are flocking there from 
all parts of the country. The most val- 
uable deposit yet known is on the land 
of Mr. Tyler. A shaft six feet deep, 
four wide and twenty long has been 
sunk under the enpmtnendence of i 
old miner. The vein is at least 1,500 
feet wide, 300 deep and 28 miles long, 
being the same now worked at Duck- 
town, Tenn. Here ore was found five 
feet from the surface as rich as that ob- 
tained at 200 feel in the famous Corn- 
stock lode of Nevnda, assaying from $50 
to $2,000 per ton, and said to be more 
advantageously situated than any mine 
in the West. It will drain itself to a 
depth of 600 foet, and has a water sup- 
ply sufficient to operate ten smelter 
stacks and all the other machinery nec- 
essary. A railroad will be constructed 
to it from THton, a distance of twenty 
miles. It is said that ore assaying only 
$4 per ton could be worked with a 
larger profit than $10 ore in the West. 
Several large companies have sent their 
agents to see this mine, and only a few 
days ago a Pennsylvania company of- 
fered Tyler, Gilbert & Eose the present 
owners of the mine, $28,000, which was 
refused. 


A JLons-U*lnyed Appointment. 


President Arthur still delays the ap- 


pointment of the Commissioner of La- 
bor Statistics. The* fight over this of- 
fice seems to have narrowed down prac- 
tically to the choice either of Carroll D. 
Wright, of Boston, or Mr. Faheren- 
batch, 
of Cincinnati. 
Butterworth, 


Commissioner of Patents, is unceasing 
in his efforts to secure the iatter's nom- 
ination, but if appointed a vigorous 
fight against his confirmation will be 
made in the Senate. The especial fit- 
ness of "Wright for the office is univer- 
sally conceded, and even if be could 
not remain in its charge for a longer 
period than will be neceosary to perfect 
its organization the labor interest would 
be greatly benefited.

Of THE 8KKATJB. 


According to the Washington corres- 


pondent of the San Francisco Post Sen- 
ator Manderson states that the Senate 
•will not place itself in antagonism to 
President Cleveland, and he does not 
anticipate any trouble in that direction. 
He expects that government officials 
whose terms of office shall be expiring 
after the 4th of March, will be succeeded 
by Democrats almost without exception. 
The Republican Senators are reconciled 
to this expected state of affairs, so that 
when the incoming President shall rnulie 
renominations for offices, these will be 
generally confirmed by the Senate with- 
out question as to the party affiliations 
of the nominees. There can be no sort 
cf clash, unless Mr. Cleveland attempts 
to disturb government officials, within 
thu jurisdiction of the Senate, whose 
terms of office shall not have expired, 
la these latter cases, it any should oc- 
cur, the Republican Senators will be 
found to keep close to the party line. 
The question of the terms of office of 
Collectors of Internal Revenue is debat- 
able, as they are appointed for no speci- 
fied length of time. Undoubtedly some 
of these officials will be disturbed, and 
if this is done without good and suf- 
ficient grounds, then the Republican 
majority of the Senate will he most 
likely to call a halt. 


The Carson correspondent of the 


Lyon County Times writes the follow- 
ing: 


There is considerable curiosity here 


as who is likely to be the "lion" of 
the State Senate during th« coming Leg- 
islative session. Inferring from what I 
have learned from sources personally 
and thoroughly acquainted with the 
material to constitute our Senate, Sena 
ator Evan Williams, of this county, will 
from an intellectual standpoint, be th< 
leader of that body. This'is not saying 
anything to the detriment of hi» col- 
leagues, tha majority of whom are en 
dowed with more then ordinary iutel 
lectuality.

In a few days the Twelfth Session of 


the Nevada Legislaturs will meet at 
Carson City to pass laws to govern the 
State for the next two years. That there 
is im opportunity to do us groat good is 
apparent to all. We judge from our 
knowledge of many of the members that 
it will be a better representative body 
than usually convenes in the Capitol 
building. It is certainly to be hoped so. 
Admitting this we look to the Legisla- 
ture" for an intelligent treatment of the 
situation. 
It is all nonsense to talk of 


going back to a Territory. 
The people 


of this State propose to k'jep the power 
to direct their own affairs and not give 
it to n, President to send some pet to rule 
over our destinies. This settled it be- 
comes the imperative duty of the Legis- 
lature to make the costs of government 
as light as possible that the few people 
may have taxes which aggregate less 
than the present confiscation rates. The 
Controller has figured that the State 
must still have ninety;cents on the $100 
to run it on a cosh basis. Economy is 
necessary here. 
The rate ought to 


be as low as 75 cents, and by abolishing 
and consolidating offices and taking out 
a little of the high pressure governmental 
ideas entertained twenty odd years ogo, 
this oan be safely done. Upon the Leg- 
islature will devolve the question of 
doing this safely. We have no idea that 
any railroad buncombe will be profitable. 
Of course nmny bills will be introduced, 
some of them meritorious. 
But they 


will only take up valuable time and will 
be killed by the lobby at the proper time. 
The mere tact that^t costs more to ride 
one mile in this State than it does three 
in Califorma*and the other' fact that a 
saiload of freight from New York wilt go 
to San Francisco for $300, but if it stops 
at Battle Mountain—500 miles this side 
—it costs $600, will not count for any- 
Shing before the • 'back freight," "compe- 
;itive point" and similiar talk of Gage, 
Yerington and others, At least so it has 
jeen all along und we have about given 
up any hopes of anti-railroad legislation 
n this State. So time and money will 
De better used ~ by devising a cheaper 
brm of government in State and county 
whereby the burdens will not be so ar- 
duous. Such a plan would satisfy the 
people.
